LONDON, Jan. 21.—Richard D. Blatkmore, 
the author of “ Lorna Doone” and many 
other novels, died at Teddington on Satur- 
day, aged 75. The news only reached Lon- 
don today. He was the son of a clergyman 
and was educated at Oxford. He studied law 
for a while and in 1869 he wrote Lorna 
Doone,” which was rejected by eighteen pub- 
lishers. It was finally published, but re- 
ceived small attention until the Princess

companies of Chicago are entirely misin- 
formed as to the quality of the service given 
to Paris telephone subscribers. The service 
is by no means perfect, but it has advantages 
which are peculiar to Paris. 

The lines are so constructed that there is 
no buzzing or ringing in the ears. Conver- 
sation can thus be most agreeably carried on. 
The lines, .for some fortunate reason, never 
cross each other, and the constant ringing 
of the telephone bell is unknown in Paris. 
The cases of ringing the wrong number 
while intending to ring another number are 
so rare that the telephone girl apologizes 
if such a grave error occurs. 

The perfection of the long distance tele- 
phone is extraordinary. From Rennes to 
Paris, or from Brest to Paris—the distance 
as great as between St. Louis and Chicago— 
the service is so good that a newspaper.cor~ 
respondent can dictate an article over the 
telephone ds easily as in an office with a sec- 
retary at hand. ere is no shouting, and 
the private telephone is a long-distance tele- 
phone—one does not have to go to the tele- 
phone office to secure better service. | 

Can Use Any Phone. N 
very telephone subscriber has a card 
given him which entitles the bearer to walk 
into any postoffice or government building 
or telegraph office in Paris or the suburbs 
and ask for a number. He has a telephone 
boy and telephone private cabine“ at his 
He has only to demand the num- 
ber he wishes—or as many numbers as he 
wishes—and they are given to him free of 
all charge. He has simply to show his card. 
In other words, away from his home or office 
he can command a private telephone 
cabine for as long as he wants it in any 
part of the city at any hour, day or night, 
free of charge. It is one of his privileges to 
which his subscription for a telephone en- 
titles him. Newspaper men, business-men 
of all kinds, save nearly the price of their 
telephones in being able to use the tele- 
phones in any part of the city without an 
extra tax. 

There are times when subscribers wait for 
the numbers they want only because there is 
such an enormous amount of telephoning 
done that the numbers one wants are almost 
in constant demand.

telephone is not used to the extent it is in 

other great cities of the world. , 
Instruments Up to Date.“ 

In the matter of instruments Paris is cer- 
tainly “up to date.” I hardly know what 
the extension desk telephone means. If 
it is an instrument that can be placed on 
any desk or table or carried to any part of 
the house Paris has them in great numbers. 
There is also a desk in use here which is a 
sounding board. One does not have to ta 
into a receiver, but simply talk on the board, 
and there are velvet cushions to lean the 
elbows on to avoid tiring the arm holding the 
ear receiver (7). There are also desks to 
which the telephone is attached on which one 
may write. 


I think the cleverest invention in the way 


of an instrument is one now tn use by new 
subscribers. It consists of a mouth receiver 
and an ear receiver attached in such a 
fashion that with one hand one may hold it 
simultaneously to the ear and mouth. The 
instrument hangs on a hook on the wall. It 
is the most practical, convenient instrument 
I have ever seen. People liable to be dis- 
turbed during the night have only to have 
such a telephone, for they can telephone 
comfortably lying in bed. 

It is an instrument first for the 
Prefect of Police, hailed with delight by 
journalists, and adopted by people who have 
to be disturbed during the night. There is 
no getting up or the twésting of one’s neck 
to talk into an instrument on a table near the 
bed. The telephone hangs over the or 
beside it, and when it rings the subscriber 
reaches out an arm, takes the doubie Te- 
ceiver, and telephones comfortably. This 
same instrument has a double receiver, $0 
that a secretary may take down notes of 
the conversation of the otherend. The busy 
man hands the second receiver to his sec- 
retary, who makes the notes, for there ll 
nothing more annoying than to talk and take 
notes at the same time. The instrument is 
popular, for it takes up no room on a desk 
and one may lean on one’s elbow and talk 
comfortably just as one may lie in bed and 
do the same. 

American telephone companies may haves 
more improved instruments than the French, 
but the latter, for comfort and perfect 

, are certainly admirable.

The cheapness of the proposed new rates 
is a fact announced by the under Ministes 
of Posts himself, and acclaimed by the pub- 
lic with joy.

Frederick Ebersold was born in Zwel- 
briicken, Bavaria, in 1841, and came to 
America alone in 1856. In 1857 he came to 
Chicago. Later he went to Mendota, III., 
where he enlisted in 1861 in Company B, 
Twelfth Illinois Infantry. He was thrice 
wounded at the battle of Shiloh. After the 
battle of Chickasaw Bayou, in December, 
1862, he was made Lieutenant. He was pro- 
moted to a Captaincy in January, 1865. 

Returning to Chicago after the war, Cap- 
tain Ebersold became a member of the po- 
lice force, July 7, 1867, being assigned as 
patrolman to the old Armory Station. In 
1868 he was assigned to duty at the Rush 
street bridge, and in 1870 was transferred 
to the Central Station as operator and in- 
terpreter. In 1879 he was promoted to a 
Captaincy. He had charge successively of 
the Harrison Street, Twelfth Street, and 
Madison Street Stations, then was trans- 
ferred to the central detail, and thence to 
the armory as Captain. 

In August, 1885, he was made 
In November, 1885 he was appoin Chief 
of Police by Mayor Carter H. Harrison, suc- 
ceeding Austin J. Doyle, who resigned. He 
held the position of Chief until Feb.14, 1888, 
when Frederick H. Marsh took charge. In 
April, 1889, he was made an Inspector. 


Largest Pension in the Department. 

Having completed, during his term as 
Chief, his twentieth year of service on the 
police force, Captain Bbersold was es 
to a pension of $2,250 annually. He thus 
drew the heaviest pension allowed in the 
department. 

After his retirement from the police force 
Captain Bbersold did not again appear 
prominently before the public. 

It was during his term as Chief that the 
Haymarket mot occurred on May 4, 1886. 
The events which followed brought Ebersold 
into wide notice, and in this connection is 
recalled the controversy between himself 
and the late Inspector Schaack, then a Cap- 
tain, as a result of the arrest, liberation, and 
successful fight of Schnaubelt, afterwards 
supposed to be the bomb thrower. 

“Schaack unjustly blamed Ebersold in 
that affair.“ said Captain Buckley during the 
day. The blame for the Anarchist’s es-

ANNIE ELLSWORTH SMITH DIES. 
Woman Who Sent First Telegraph 
ge Passes Away at 
New York. | 


Smith, widow of Roswell Smith, founder of 
the Century company, died at her residence 
here today, aged 73 years. It was Mrs, 
Smith who, on May 24, 1844, when she was a 
girl of 17, sent the famous first telegraphic 
message, What hath God wrought?” from 
the United States Supreme Court room, 
Washington, to Baltimore. 

Her father, Henry L. Ellsworth, a son 
of Chief Justice Oliver Ellsworth, was the 
first Commissioner of Patents. He had been 
a college friend of S. F. B. Morse. Together 
they had endeavored to induce Congress to 
pass à bill granting $30,000 for the construc- 
tion of a trial line between Washington and 
Baltimore. Morse had been seeking the 
help of Congress since 1888, but i: was not 
until the last five minutes of the session of 


1843-44 that the bill was passed. 

It Was Annie Ellsworth who carried the 
news ot the passage of the bill to Professor 
Morse the next morning, and he assured 
her shé should send the first message. At 
her mother’s suggestion Miss Ellsworth 
wrote down the words of the Psalmist, and 
they Were sent in triplicate im the dot and 
line alphabet from Washington to Balti- 
more. The original message was given to 
Miss Ellsworth, and has always been in 
her keeping. The duplicate, which was re- 
turned from Baltimore to Washington, is in 
the Connecticut Historical rooms at Hart- 


ford.
